“as we are already facing in the mat- 
ter of agreeing among ourselves upon 
terms of peace. Socrates, who makes 
a specialty of debating, says this is 
going to be the biggest debate the 
world has ever known. As an indica- 
tion of what we may expect, Col. 
Roosevelt arose in the paper only yes- 
terday to denounce Mr. Wilson’s cele- 
brated fourteen points. Mr. Antwine 
predicts that by the time everybody on 
our side gets done filing what he has 
in mind we shall have no less than 
fourteen hundred points. What is 
pointed out by all our two-story think- 
ers is that removing the menace of 
German imperialism is but one of the 
things hoped for from any final] con- 
cord upon the part of the allies. In 
our own country, for instance, there is 
a fast-growing expectation that some- 
thing can be done by that time look- 
ing to the political rehabilitation of 
the Republican party. We have the 
word of some of our most authorita- 
tive reprint that this is also to be the 
case in countries allied with us in the 
great struggle. They all have parties 
more or less in the unfortunate posi- 
tion of our own Republican party, and 
not one of them but is going to be 
alert from this time on for political 
advantage. One piece of reprint even 
went so far as to say during the week 
that we are in grave danger of coming 
out of the war without having achievei 
the purpose for which we went in. 
This solemn warning, projected by 
what appears to be an exceptionally 
luminous mind, reminds us that there 
is in every country a powerful element 
opposed to what we have understood 
to be the prime objective of the war; 
and our attention is called t9 what is 
termed unmistakable evidence that 
this element everywhere is already 
taking its stand to let the world down 
with something less than Mr. Wilson 
promised if we all joined hands to sup- 
press autocracy. 

Socrates calls this the political crisis 
of the war. He has urged all his fol- 
lowers to get plenty of sleep and eat 
fish, assuring them that they have 
never needed to be so clear-headed as 
they must be now. He said at a con- 
ference of big wits on the editorial 
page during the week that it will be 
some time before we shall be able to 
make out which way some of those 
disagreeing with Mr. Wilson are to 
jump. For instance, he says the Re- 
publican leaders in our own country 
are contenting themselves for the pres- 
ent with pointing out the obvious. It 
is quite well known that some of them 
are opposed to the plan for a league 
of nations; but what most of them are 
chiefly saying is that before there can 
be any discussion of peace the Ger- 
mans must unconditionally surrender. 
That is, we shall decide then what we 
shall do to them. This is said with 
great emphasis, as if Mr. Wilson con- 
templated surrender of that military 
advantage which lies with the allies, or 
anybody dreamed of dealing with Ger- 
many as anything but a beaten foe. 
This is the point at which the apostles 
of vengeance begin to stand out in 
contradistinction to those mental 
searchlights which reveal to us possi- 
bilities from the war which no mere 
human flower-pot can discover. Soc- 
rates says that as time goes on it shall 
become always clearer to the world 
that what some of those with whom 
Mr. Willson shall have to deal really 
want is not that permanent amity 
among nations for which se many men 
have given their lives, but war.
